Region’s Total Output 


Is Outpaced Says Bank 


New England’s total output of 
goods and services appears to 
make up a declining share of the 
Gross National Product, according 
to an analysis just completed by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Bos= 
ton, 

In a report published in the 
Bank’s monthly Business Review, 
the six states’ ‘‘Gross Regional 
Product’’ amounted to an estimated 
$41.5 billion in 1964... some 
6.6 of the $628,7 billion Gross 
National Product that year. In 
1950, the earlist year for which 
the regional putput figures were 
developed, New England’s contri- 
bution amounted to just over 7 
percent of the nation’s total, 

The bank’s study indicated New 
England’s average annual growth 
in real output . . . that is, gross 
product adjusted for changes in 
the price level . . . had been at 
a rate of about 2.8 percent, com= 
pared to a 3.5 annual growth rate 
for the Gross National Product, 

Two sectors of the region’s 
economy registered declines in 
total output over the 14-year study 
period: farming was down 10 per- 
cent; railroad operations were off 
15 percent. 

The greatest relative increases 
in output occurred in the com- 
:munications~public utilities and 
government sectors, where output 
increased almost one and three- 
fourths times, In the services, 
finance~insurance-real estate, and 
construction sectors, output more 
than doubled; and in manufactur- 
ing .. . which accounts for almost 
a third of all output in New Eng- 
land . . . output increased by 
four-fifths, 

While New England’s level of 
output per manhour is somewhat 
lower than the national average 
because of the region’s concen= 


tration in labor-intensive, rather

than capital-intensive industries, 
the productivity of labor in our 
manufacturing industries increas- 
ed at very nearly the same rate 
as occurred nationally, the study 
showed, 

According to the Bank’s es- 
timates, both Connecticut and New 
Hampshire more than doubled their 
output of goods and services dur= 
ing the 1950-64 period; Massach- 
usetts and Vermont nearly doubled 
theirs; Maine’s increased by 177 
percent, and Rhode Island’s out- 
put increased by two-thirds, 

Despite the ‘‘estimated’’ nature 
of Gross Product figures for both 
state and regional output, the fact 
that gross product per capita, man- 
ufacturing investment to gross 
product, and similar ratios move 
much like their national counter- 
parts . . . and are at levels con- 
sistent with other measures of 
the regional economy ... sug- 
gests that they may help to pro- 
vide a more detailed picture of 
the regional economy, the Bank 
said,

The Quality Of Justice 


The U. S. Trial Lawyers Assn., meeting in California 
last week, pursued discussion of a topic that recurs when- 


ever the quality and equality of American justice is 
debated, 


Some lawyers, experienced in the court room, feel this 
country’s jury system needs reform; that as it functions, it 
does not provide uniform justice for all who stand 
accused of crime in this country. For the most part these 
critics are not interested in seeing the trial-by-jury sys- 
tem abandoned, but they are interested in seeing that 
every citizen who needs it is given what the Constitution 
guarantees — a trial before a jury of his peers. 

Because of the varied methods employed in the selec- 
tion of jury lists, those who champion reform charge that 
few men stand before what can be literally classed as a 
collection of their ‘‘peers.’’ The points they raise deserve 
consideration. 

In too many instances, they charge, the 12 members of 
the average jury to not represent a cross section of the 
community. They tend to be top heavy with white collar 
workers or short of professional people, packed with 
retired persons, too heavily ‘‘White’’, almost entirely male 
etc. etc. Only by making sure, say the reformers, that a 
jury is truly representative can you count on averaging out 
the biases that aflict people as individuals. 

Juries cannot be selected on the basis of a literal 
interpretation of the word ‘‘peer’’. The impracticality of 
attempting to see that each man accused stands for 
judgment before 12 people of precisely his equal in rank, 
value, quality and ability is obvious. But he can be judged 
by a fairly representative group, which must surely be 
what the authors of the Constitution had in mind. 

If this be the case, it is time to examine the system 
by which Commonwealth juries are selected. To be 
specific; the list of prospective jurors for this community 
is drafted by members of the Board of Selectmen who add 
to it as the supply is depleted. 

The process is a highly personal one. No matter how 
thoughtfully elected officials approach such a responsi- 
bility, it is doubtful that a truly balanced jury list can be 
established by this method. Furthermore, one can question 
whether it is fair to expect local officials to perform such 
a function. Computers have taken over the job in Connecti- 
cut and elsewhere such simple formulas as pulling every 
tenth name from the voter list have been suggested or 
employed. 

If it can be agreed that a representative jury is pref- 
erable to a lopsided jury — even one lopsided with in- 
telligent, well educated people — then the procedures for 
preparation of jury lists should be re-examined. 

Should we manage to devise a technique for ‘‘averaging 
the biases’’, we will still be plagued by the problems of 
availability and willingness to serve. These should be 
attacked through an intense public information campaign 
designed to convince both citizens and employers that 
law abiding men should regard jury duty as a civic respon- 
sibility. 


Most Practieal 


The procedure for hiring a second junior high school 
principal to administer a new JH student body when that 
massive teenage group is divided next year was discussed 
at the last School Committee meeting, but left a bit vague. 

It was not at all clear how broadly the position will be 
advertised nor how extensively the superintendent’s office 
will recruit. 

We would hope that an effort will be made to find some- 
one with junior high school administrative experience: 
someone who will not be training on the job. And it would 
seem practical to seek a man, or woman, who has worked 
with team teaching and some other of the newer techniques 
the school department is exploring. 

Why this emphasis on someone who can come to the 
system already equipped to function as an administrator? 
Because the addition of a second junior high school to the 
system gives local educators a golden opportunity to test 
and contrast junior high school curriculum and teaching 
techniques against one another and to further work that 
will ultimately improve integration of elementary and 
secondary school curriculums. 

If the new principal comes to the job with the right kind 
of experience under his belt, he and Principal William 
Hart can soon be working in tandem.

Ask public officials what they 
are doing about a particular pro= 
blem and the not uncommon answer 
might be: ‘*We havea study on that, 
we are working on a plan,” 

Planning through a variety of 
relatively new state and federal 
agencies and a host of private 
consultant firms has become a 
major industry in America, 
Nothing can proceed unless there 
is some kind of big picture into 
which a particular project must be 
neatly fitted, At times it seems 
that there are studies to study other 
studies and plans toplan new plans, 


Local communities cannot get 
federal aid for beautification, 
sewage treatment and other pro- 
jects unless they are part of a 
planning region, Insomeprograms 
they cannot get state aid unless 
their plans are reviewed by state 
agencies and fit in with statewide 
plans, The growth of planning as a 
major occupationis a wonder of our 
time, And it is getting bigger yet,

larged,’® H. Wentworth Eldredge,

‘New GI Bill | 


Is Explained 


Post-Korean veterans planning 
to take advantage of the educa= 
tional provisions of the new GI 
Bill should bear in mind certain 
restrictions, VA officials report. 

The new bill does not permit 
apprenticeship courses and other 


on-the-job or on-the=farm train« 
ing, such as were authorized under 
previous GI Bills, 

Flight training by itself alone 
will not be permitted. It will be- 
come authorized only when it is 
part of a complete college or 
university program leading to a 
definite degree, 

In general, the educational pro= 
gram will be open to all veterans 


with at least 181 days active duty 
service any part of which occur- 
red on or after February 1, 1955, 
The veteran must have a dis» 
charge that is other than dis- 
honorable, 

Veterans will be eligible for 
one month of education for each 
month or fraction of a month 
that they were on active duty, 
The maximum period allowed will 
be 36 months (equivalent to four 
regular 9-month school years) but 
veterans who have previously re- 
ceived educational assistance 
under VA educational program will 
have to deduct that amount of 
training from their present eligi« 
bility. The VA will pay $100 a 
month to those veterans with no 
dependents who take full-time 
courses, $125 a month with one 
dependent and $150 with more 
than one dependent, P roportionate 
rates are paid for part-time

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Ballardvale Assn. Official 
Charges Shawsheen Polluted 


The president of the Ballardvale 
Community Assp, this week 
renewed charges that Reichhold 
Chemical Co. is polluting the Shaw= 
sheen River, causing ‘‘a potentially 
fine recreation area to deteriorate 
into a common industrial sewer.”° 

In a letter to Town Manager 
Richard Bowen, Theodore Acosta, 
BCA president, charged that the 
river is ‘‘too filthy’’ for swimming 
and fishing and urged that the 
manager, the selectmen and the 
state Department of Natural Re- 
sources take steps to correct the 
wrong, 

Acosta’s letter did not specifical- 
ly mention Reichhold, the only 
such chemical company in An- 
dover, 

Asked for his reaction to the 
Vale official’s accusations, 
Manager Bowen said Wednesday 
that over the years every com= 
plaint of Shawsheen pollution has 
been investigated by both state 
and local health officials, ‘‘At no 
time,” he said, ‘‘have these 
authorities come to the conclusion 
that Reichhold is polluting the 
river,’’ He further recalled that 
state health examiners reported 
after the last Ballardvale come 
plaint that the pollution to which 
residents referred was coming 
from further up stream, Com= 
mercial laundries in Tewksbury 
and Lowell were held responsible, 

The manager said that though 
local officials have always ine 
terested themselves in the re= 
peated charges against Reichhold, 
the responsibility for any enforce- 
ment necessary belongs to the 
State Department of Health, ‘‘If 
the state can order us (Andover) 
to stop polluting the Merrimack, 
it can take similar steps to see 
that such rivers as the Shawsheen 
are kept cleau,’? the manager 
added, 


The Evidence 


Bowen said that so far as An= 
dover is concerned, the town can 
only go on the basis of the evidence 
and health department reports, 
Such reports have previously in= 
dicated that the local chemical 
firm is not at fault, he said, 

Asked why he feels Ballardvale 


residents ‘ave not been willing 
to accept the findings of previous 
investigations Bowen said some 
have indicated that they believe 
both state health and municipal 
officials are stretching the facts 
to protect the local industry. 

In his letter of complaint, BCA 
President Acosta commented that 
the presence of a successful manu= 
facturing firm in Ballardvale is 
an economic asset to the come 
munity, He questioned, however, 
the morality of “‘letting one com~ 
mercial company deprive men, 
women and children of their na= 
tural right to enjoy the river.’® 


The full text: 

Copies of Acosta’s letter were 
sent to the manager, William 
Stewart, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, Selectman Sidney 
P. White and Robert Zollner of 
the Andover Village Improvement 
Society, 


“‘IT am sure that you are aware 
of the renascence of civic pride 
which is stirring in Ballardvale, 
You, the Selectmen, the Fallard= 
vale Community Association, and 
many other fine citizens have con=- 
tributed to this renewal of interest 
in our well-being, our appearance, 
and our public facilities, At sucha 
time of propsective forward pro= 
gress, it is unpleasant but neces= 
sary to draw back the shabby cur 
tain of silence from a situation 
of deplorable backwardness, 

**Ballardvale is the location of 
one of the Town’s most lovely 
areas = that portion of the Shaw= 
sheen River from the Tewksbury 
line to Ballardvale Center, In the 
past, many an adult and youth en- 
joyed this scenic beauty from a 
canoe, Alas! No longer; one is too 
revolted by the appearance of the 
stream itself, In the past, many an 
adult and youth swam and fished in 
the Shawsheen, Alas! No longer; 
the water is too filthy and the fish 
are expiring, 

*‘The Shawsheen is slowly and 
steadily being ruined by the 
dumping into it, by the chemical 
company on its banks, of inorganic 
wastes which this slow-moving 
stream cannot carry off, Andover 
is allowing a potentially fine re= 


State Slow With Funds 
This Year Says Manager 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
said this week that Andover has 
been notified that it will receive 
another $32,000 from the State 
larder in 1966, but he is little 
cheered by the news, 

The manager pointed out that 
the Commonwealth is already be- 
hind with its disbursements to 
the community and that despite 
greater commitments than ever 
before, the State has actually 
turned over less to the town so far 
in 1966 than it had a year ago this 
time, 

He called attention to the town 
treasurer’s June report which 
showed that distributions from the 
Commonwealth as of June 30 this 
year were $451,676 as contrasted 
with $551,801 as of the same date 
a year ago, 

The manager further complained 
that much of what the State has 
passed along to the town this year 
has been for belated reimburse= 
ment of 1965 welfare and veterans 
benefits, 

In all major categories, he 
charged, our receipts are behind 
those of a year ago, ‘“‘It is likely 
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2 Main St., Andover 
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that the town will have to borrow 
more in anticipation of taxes than 
ever before,”’ he said. 

When the tax rate was set last 
month, the State Department of 
Corporations and Taxation re= 
ported that Andover would receive 
$436,532.53 as a direct result of 
the new retail sales tax, 
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creation area to deteriorate into

An Asset

is of much greater concern here, 
The basic moral question before 
us is: Is it moral or is it immoral 
for one commercial company to 
deprive men, women and children 
of their natural right to enjoy a 
river? Further, Is it moral or is 
it immoral, for one commercial 
company to cause the degradation 
of property values for the many 
homes built along the banks of the 
river long before the company 
began operation? 

“*T have been on the Shawsheen 
in the early morning when 
apparently the company’s tanks 
are being flushed, and the 
effluence is at its peak, and 
nauseating gray blobs of muck drift 
thickly out into the stream, I have 
seen how this muck coagulates 
along the banks and in the coves, 
forming a permanent layer of filth 
on the surface, I have seen the trees 
dying along the banks, And I have 
seen how this discharge of 
chemicals causes a tremendous 
rate of growth of algae, which uses 
up all available dissolved oxygen, 
thus eliminating the fish’s chance 
for survival. 

““Mr. Bowen, this situation is 
of deep concern to members of 
the Ballardvale Community Asso= 
ciation, many residents of Ballarde 
vale, and many residents of An= 
dover, As president of the Bal- 
lardvale Community Assn,, I 
earnestly exhort you, the Select- 
men and the Natural Resources 
Commission to develop means to 
right this wrong, The issue here 
is not only civic in nature, but also 
humanitarian,”’
